DECREASE; LEADERS ARE BLAMED 


Paris, Jan. 16.—The hfgh cost of 
living, lack of apartments and homes 
for newly married couples, selfish­ 
ness, too many women employed in 
industry, and too much' picaqure, are 
the general causes assigned for the 
alarming decrease of the birth rate 
in France, now the lowest in Europe. 
This is a condition th a t'h a s bedir 
accentuated by the war, which toók 
many men to the front, whence many 
never returned. The war also created 
new conditions of living for women, 
gave them work, made th em ' inde­ 
pendent, and disinclined to marry 
readily, and less inclined to have 
children. 
This situation is set forth at length 
by the National Alliance .for Increes- 
ing French population. 
In comparison

The birth decrease does not re­ 
sult from high mortality, or relative­ 
ly fewer marriages.

Germany fa r in arrears. France is 
preparing dtfinitely to seize Germ an 
territo ry and w ealth to pay herself. 
In a m ilitary way, not mue'h re­ 
mains for the French to do. except

H er army already is praetic- 
ally in readiness. 
It is the R uhr d istrict. G erm any’s 
great industrial section, th at French 
forces unquestionably will 
occupy 
first. There, if she were acting w ith 
England’s approval.

W hatever she does now. however, 
will be done independently, and in 
fact, in spite of the English, so per­ 
haps she will feel at libeity to go 
as fa r as she likes; maylie beyond 
the R uhr boundaries.

STRIKES BARGAIN 
London, Jan. 16.—Italy has struck 
an extraordinary bargain with Ger­ 
many regarding a portion of the 
reparations due her, according to re­ 
liable information reaching London. 
An agreement has been signed by 
representatives of the two countries 
whereby the German goverment un­ 
dertakes to furnish books and scien­ 
tific publications to the Italian state 
to the value of 4,000,000 gold marks.

J. E. Murphy, treasurer of the rail­ 
road company, said he remembered 
th at such experiments' were conduct- 
éd from the old tou^r. Mr. Murphy 
and Mr. Clarke are hmong the oldest 
officials of the road in point of serv­ 
ice.
